Two for the Seesaw-Booth 1/16, 6 pros ( 5 of them raves) 
and | con- filed on two character comedy-drama by William Gib- 
son, presented by Fred Coe and starring Henry Fonda and new- 
comer Anne Bancorft. The sole dissenter, Aston, World Telegram 
& Sun, also approved high quality of acting but felt the script was 
unfunny and unreal, Majority disagreed, Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
voiced only mild approval of script, but joined in the cheers for 
cast, especially talents of Bancroft, Atkinson, Times, summed for 
pro bandwagon by noting tender style of writing, a beautiful little 
story to tell and two extraordinarily winning actors. adding up to 
a finely wrought cameo, Chapman, News, billed it as an absorb- 
ing, affectionate, funny delight.

" PROS & CONS BY TMK " 


Two for the Seesaw is a delicious warm and moving two 
charaéler comedy, Heilliantly acted, divected, written and pre- 
duced, it is a credit to all concerned. What could have been just 
a clever trick is a fascinating full-blown literate comedy-drama 
about almost normal people. 


Winkelberg presents a warm portrait of a non-confirm- 
istina superb Off Broadway production. Though script is on 
the rough and wordy side, it does not halt the overall dramatic 
effect. Mike Kellin's portrait of the frank poet is a gem as are 
most of the jobs turned in by the large cast. Clever sets and 
lighting make wise use of the tiny stage. It all adds up to an 
effective evening of off-beat Off Broadway. 


The Courageous One seems at best an uneven play given 
an equally uneven production, Gorky's slice of Russian life lacks 
the warmth and humanity of a Chekhov play. Though you can feel 
sorry for the plight of the characters, one finds it hard to sym- 
pathize with them. Talents of the cast ranged fron very good 
to very bad, Greenwich Mews Theatre wins prize for having the 
hardest wooden seats in town and should do something fast to 
lose the title.

$2, might not be at an Off Broadway price of $6.
